Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Laura Kelley on 4/28/09. Applicant agreed to amend the claims to clarify that the 
performing step comprises obtaining absorption and/or reflectance data and that the 
spectral data is compared with a priori reference spectra. In addition, a notice of 
references is included citing Rollins et al (US 7,061,622), which obtains information 
about an analyte concentration from two specific wavelengths, as opposed to the instant 
invention that compares the obtained spectal data with a priori reference spectra to 
generate a spatial representation of carotenoid levels.

region of the eye; and 

combining resonant Raman spectrum data with OCT data to generate the spatial 
representation of carotenoid levels in the retina.
